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name of the sire, the dam and the granddam. There is many a heart- 
break in the Thoroughbred game but the public is a good, if stern 
judge. Breeders who wish to sell publicly must furnish what the 
public wants and not what they hope the public will like. 
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WHAT THE PUBLIC WANTS 

Once again yearling sales seem to be proving the old adage, 
“Quality Counts.” Although averages were off at Keeneland, they 
were not drastic and were off very little in the case of top yearlings 
out of proven mares. Leslie Combs II, for instance, with 5 to sell 
averaged $18,400 this year whereas last year his average was $13,000 
for a consignment of 4. Mr. Combs’ mares were all either a. winners 
themselves; b. producers of winners ; ec, out of mares whose records 
as stakes producers were outstanding. The Myrtlewood family is 
hard to beat. 

The sires of Mr. Combs’ yearlings speak pretty well for them- 
selves. Bull Lea was represented by two yearlings ; *Bernborough, 
3imelech and Requested by one each. None of these stallions had 
won less than $100,000 or less than 10 races with the exception of the 
greatest of them all, Bull Lea which won only 10 races and a mere 
$94,825. Bull Lea can be excused for this slight discrepancy as the 
sire of Citation, Coaltown, Twilight Tear, Armed, etc., as well as for 
having led the sire list for the past 2 consecutive years. ; 

There were others with high averages and in each case it was 
because quality predominated. Dr. Charles E. Hagyard for instance 
raised his average 9% over last year. One reason for this was his 
sull Lea filly out of the good producer Deception, dam of 2 winners 
to date, which is out of a great stakes producing mare. And the other 
was the Bimelech filly out of Lark Song, a producer of winners, 
which is out of the stakes producer Golden Melody. 

Horatio Mason quintupled his last year’s average due largely to 
a brown colt by *Bernborough for which Arnold Hanger paid $35;000. 
The answer was not necessarily *Bernborough. There were other 
*Bernboroughs in the sale that brought nowhere near this price. The 
answer was the blood of Gainsborough coupled with the fine mare 
Richmond: Rose. She was a winner and has produced 6 foals, 5 of 
which are winners. Richmond Rose is out of June Rose, the dam of 
the stakes winners Brown Bud, Tola Rose and Primrose as well as 
other winners. 

There is a pattern for greatness in Thoroughbred breeding. It 
is as hard, fast and bound by practicality and common sense as any 
business into which one can enter. Granted, such men as Leslie 
Combs II, Henry Knight, Royce Martin and A. B. Hancock are great 
salesmen. They might be the best salesmen in the world and not 
get to first base at Keeneland or Saratoga with yearlings of inferior 
quality. One can say names make sales, but this in itself is not true. 
There are many fine yearlings for sale, by some of the leading sires 
in the country, but they will not necessarily bring good prices. It is 
a well known fact that top sires alone are not going to make a race 
horse. A yearling may be only as good as his dam, and the chances 
are he may not be that good. 

__ The hard thing for breeders to realize, however, is that the fin- 
ished product which looks good, has been fed well, is the picture of 
health and is out of a Thoroughbred mare by a name stallion, may 
not attract everyone’s fancy. Then, when the price does not come up 
to expectations eyerything is to blame . . . the market, the sale date, 
the advertising, the auctioneer, and the thoughtless crowd who left 
early. Many top priced yearlings at the sales have been sold by men 
who are not necessarily great salesmen. This talent is certainly 
helpful, but when there is quality to sell, salesmanship can be left at 
home. 

_ One thing to remember. The yearling market is still an excep- 
tionally strong market, far above the average. In the great banner 
years of 1928 and 29, yearlings only averaged $2,200 and $2,500 re- 
spectively. Last year the average was $3,600 but the tops were as 
Strong as prior to the war. Keeneland proved again this year that 
yearlings will sell well if they are strong in bloodlines. Oats are 


important, but they don’t hold a candle to the figures underneath the 


Of Impressionist School 


The horse on the cover is an Eng- 
lish ’chaser, Anarchist by Bachelor’s 
Hope—Wild Hag, foaled in 1917 
and owned by P. Rogers.

Munnings’ skill as a impressionist 
is well illustrated in this painting. 
The horse literally fills the eye with 
his grandeur, size and power, quali- 
ties that are well set off by the com- 
paratively small stature of the boy 
holding his reins. As an impression- 
ist, Munnings has peen able to em- 
Ploy sport and its figures, whether 
horses or people, as perfect symbols 
of his art. The color and grace, 
power and beauty of the sporting 
world form touchstones to test the 
rare quality of his work. Each abets 
the other. 


The sporting artist has one great 
advantage over his contemporaries, 
he has at his beck and call all of 
the movement and brilliance of the 
countryside at its best, as well as 
the charm and leisure of an ordered 
society living midst scenes of great 
beauty. Where other artists must 
find their inspiration within the 
figments of their own imagination, 
Munnings with his innate love of 
horses, his intimate knowledge of 
the sporting world and his rare ur- 
tistic sense of beauty has an im- 
mense advantage. He has been able 
to combine his knowledge and his 
art to such a perfect degree. that 
each picture is brim full of adven- 
ture and teems with the high speed, 
the action, grace and beauty of the 
sporting world, but has as well, all 
of the imaginative property of the 
things of the spirit, the artistic qu2- 
lity that sets the true artist apart 
in a world of his own.

500 Entries Perform In 31 Classes In 
Rain and Mud But Young Enthusiasm and 
Efficient Management Make Show Tops

A great many superior things 
come in junior sizes. If, for instance, 
a foxhound were as good a hound 
for his size as a beagle is for his— 
or a horse able to do as much, pro- 
portionately, as a pony—or two full- 
sized jocks rode as well as the Dod- 
son twins—or a big 3-day show 
equal in efficiency to a good junior 
show—you’d really have something. 
And the Farmington juniors (Char- 
lottesville, Va.) did have something 
on July 16 that outdid anything this 
observer has witnessed. 


Five hundred entries and 31 
classes—most of them with 3 divi- 
sions—run off in the pouring rain 
and floundering mud—and the show 
ever at 5:30! Little ponies up to 
their hocks in mud, jumping what 
must have been the equivalent of 
6’-0” to a horse, just as a matter of 
routine, often as many as 8 times 
during the day. Ringmaster Graver 
Winslow slowly becoming indistin- 
guishable from his native soil as he 
got deeper and deeper into the good 
red clay of Virginia and finally sat 
down in it altogether (after which 
he took off his shoes, thus earning 
the title of Webfoot). Dripping mites 
clearly unconscious of any extremes 
of weather, keeping a sharp eye on 
the championship charts which 
showed a distressing tendency to 
run. Adults in a much more com- 
petitive and serious frame of mind 
than their minute represcntatives, 
giving rise to a sympathetic com- 
ment from a non-partisan bystander 
—‘‘Why, the poor kids have to han- 
die both their ponies and their par- 
ents, don’t they?” 


And how well they did it! The 
temptation is to record every out- 
standing performance, but perhaps 
I had better take the champions and 
work back from there. The news of 
the show was how well that tiny 
model, Mr. Percy Drury’s chestnut 
Trigger went for jock Jan Dodson, 
to wind up small pony champion. 
Farmington huntsman Grover Ven- 
devender’s small Puddin’, ridden by 
Stewart Cox, fought every inch of 
the way to a tie score, but was our- 
stripped—and no shame to him, be- 
cause Trigger is preathtaking—as 
full of quality as he is of ability. The 
medium division was nearly as close- 
ly fought out, with David, ridden by 
Terry Drury, going into the corin- 
thian leading on points but emerg- 
ing one point pehind Mary Sterbak 
and her good pony, Surprise. Mr. 
and Mrs. W. Haggin Perry’s attrac- 
tive and successful Watch Me, rid- 
den by Ann Everett Yoe, was cham- 
pion of the large division by an 
easier margin over King’s Jester 
ridden by Terry Drury, giving that 
young lady and her mother two re- 


serve championships. Nancy Lee 
Huffman’s good chestnut, Waverly 
Molly, was a consistent winner all 
day, and wound up champion over 
Shirley McGavock’s lovely Baby 
Seal, which was reserve. 

So many more pats should be 
given on so many more backs, both 
human and equine, that I feel most 
apologetic about letting the space 
shut me up here—with however, one 
last pat to Jane Yoe anf her com- 
mittee who did, as I say, a job I’ve 
never seen equaled—starting from 
a $10 capital (advanced by adviser- 
behind-the scenes, Jimps Blackwell, 
to whom goes a great deal of the 
credit he disclaims) and _ building 
it up to a $500 profit, including a 
bang-up party at the Hunt Club 
afterward for all the young exhibi- 
tors. What Senior Show can claim a 
2000 percent profit?

On June 26, the El Paso County 
Hounds held their first annual hunt- 
er trials, taking over what would 
have been the 4th Beaver Creek 
hunter trials. The show, held on 
Mr. and Mrs. R. E. Jones’ and Mrs.

Stock Ranch in Monument, Colorado, 
retained all its delightful features:

There can be no gripe about what 
the price of admission entitles one 
to at the Berryville (Va.) Horse 
Show and Races. Anyone who paid 
to enter the gates on July 29 or 30th 
could see the horse show, watch 3 
flat races or explore the many at- 
tractions of a large carnival. Bedlam 
reigned in the afternoon as the an- 
nouncer called the number of the 
horse entering the ring; called the 
horses for the next class; asked that 
the horses for the first race be 
brought to the paddock—all this 
plus the “‘barkers’ ’’ “Right this way, 
folks.” 

A young rider who made quite a 
hit at the show was Miss Nancy Lee 
Huffman who rode her Waverly Mol- 
ly in both the small hunter and 
working hunter divisions. Whenever 
the ribbon awards were announced, 
this pair was practically a sure bet 
to be in the lineup. Her competition 
nosed her out in poth divisions but 
she easily annexed the reserve 
awards. Champion small hunter was 
Mrs. Margot K. Smith’s personable 
Bonte, a 15.2 grey mare by Bonne 
Nuit. Ridden by Jimmy Hatcher, the 
smooth going mare was outstanding. 

The working hunter champion was 
Col. W. Randolph Tayloe’s Goldwick 
which leaves nothing to be desired 
in his way of going and manners. 
This chestnut gelding has a most 
impressive tri-color among his col- 
lection, the working hunter cham- 
pion of The National Horse Show in 
1948. 

My_ Venture, formerly owned by 
Springsbury Farm, returned to his 
former countryside with Alex Cal- 
yert, agent. Before his first working 
hunter class he had been sold to Miss 
Nola Rognley and their subsequent 
performances gave good evidence 
that they will the a pair to beat. 

An old timer took over the con- 
formation hunters in no uncertain 
terms. Miss Barbara Shipley’s Camp, 
a hunter which has just about made 
the rounds of the show circuits in 
the east and west during his long 
career, can still turn in a top .er- 
formance over outside courses. With 
his owner up, he annexed the con- 
formation tri-color ahead of Miss 
Molly McIntosh riding Mrs. Gregory 
MclIntosh’s Sir Sarazan. 

Mrs. McIntosh’s Really Rugged 
and Morton W. Smith’s Fairinwar-- 
battled it out for two days and after 
Really Rugged won the green hunt- 
er stake, only 1 point separated the 





pair for the green hunter rosette. As. 


Fairinwar had won green hunters 
under saddle, with Really Rugged 
2nd, many thought that the green 
hunter championship preliminary 
would go the same ‘way, thus tying 
them for the award. However, the 
order was reversed and the cham- 
pionship was Really Rugged’s with 
Fairinwar reserve. 

The jumper competition quickly 
settled down between Paul Fout and 
his Golden Chance against Joe Green 
riding Hi-Rock Farm’s Up And Go- 
ing. There were ups and downs as 
these two meandered through their 
list of classes. In the knock-down: 
and-out, Up And Going tied for 1st 
with Mrs. Jane Pohl Rust riding Col. 
and Mrs. H. H. Pohl’s Fitzrada. As 
the weather was unbearably hot, she 
riders decided to toss. Up And Going 
won. One of these days Mrs. Rust 
is going to win a toss but it will be 
a great surprise. 

When the jumper stake entries 
had finished the course, Golden 
Chance and.Owner-rider John Hope- 
well on Circus Rose had tied. The 
jump off was delayed because of a 
heavy downpour and Circus. Rose 
was the first to go when the rain 
was over. Over the 8th jump she slip- 
ped and made one of the most mira- 
culous recoveries as she cleared the 
obstacle. She had stacked up a few 
faults and after Golden Chance had 
quietly and cautiously completed the 
course, the class was another for 
the latter. The points system was 
still in favor of Up And Going and 
the championship was his with Gold- 
en Chance reserve. 

Dr. A. C. Randolph again made a 
clean sweep of the yearling and 2- 
year-old classes. Two full sisters by 
Wait-a-Bit—Tellemoff took the 
events in stride, with the yearling 
chestnut filly winning the first elass 
and Runabit taking over the latter 
class.

Yearling Market Down About 16 Per 
Cent At Keeneland; Breeders Find 
Cheap Yearlings Harder To Sell

The yearling market at Keeneland 
certainly did nothing to discourage 
breeders, which is perhaps not en- 
tirely good. Specifically, 1t was down 
about 16 per cent, which is as good 
as the most optimistic had hoped. 
But don’t let anybody kid you that 
this represents the yearling market 
as a whole. On a national scale the 
market will be off much more~ 
perhaps 30 or 40 per cent. 

This is a plain case of supply and 
demand. It seemed to me, in the 
market from 1943 through 1946, 
that buyers became slightly insane. 
They wanted yearlings, and if they 
couldn’t get good ones they took 
bad ones. But for three years now, 
there has been mounting evidence 
that the patient is recovering. For 
the first time since the sales came 
to Keeneland in the summer, it was 
occasionally hard to sell a cheap 
yearling at all. 

At the same time the Keeneland 
sales were progressing, another sal- 
es company was operating at Tat- 
tersalls. This sale represented, es- 
sentially, an attempt on the part of 


local breeders to circumvent the 
safeguards which had been placed 
around the Keeneland sale in order 
not to glut the market. I did not see 
any of the Tattersall offerings, and 
they could not have been as bad as 
they were reported or they could not 
have peen got into the ring. But at 
one entire sale the average was $541, 
and at the others some individuals 
were sold for as little as $25 and 
$50. Most of them did not bring as 
much as they have eaten since they 
were foaled. 

This sort of thing probably made 
little difference to the Keeneland 
market, though it may have decreas- 
ed the demand for the very poorest 
individuals. But this, and other 
cheap sales, will cut’ the national 
yearling average severely. Probably, 
if it will help convince breeders and 
potential breeders that there is no 
automatic market for poor yearlings, 
this is a good thing. 

The big wartime market caused 
to be pressed into Thoroughbred 
production many mares which would 
otherwise have fulfilled their des- 


tiny by producing light mules for 
the southern cotton country, and it 
caused a blistering rush for the ser- 
vices of every stallion with reason- 
able credentials. For several years 
now it has been almost impossible 
for small breeders with no connec- 
tions or influence to get to good 
stallions—there just aren’t enough 
to go around—and this has drawn 
into the stud many stallions whose 
racing credentials were insufficient. 

The Keeneland average was 
$5,504, a figure which seems tre- 
mendous by comparison with any- 
thing except the last few years. This 
is assurance enough that for those 
who have good mares, and ar entry 
to good stallions, a very highly pro- 
fitable market waits. 

Outstanding at the Lexington sal- 
es was the consignment from E. E. 
Dale Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud, 
with an average of $12,521 for 19 
head. They were either by proved 
stallions, such as Reaping Reward, 
*Bull Dog, and *Heliopolis, or by 
young ones with fine racing creden- 
tials, such as Occupation and Our 
Boots. And I suppose the Coldstream 
mares presented the best credentials, 
on the whole, at the sale. Three of 
them were stakes winners, three 
others have placed in stakes, and 
five more were ordinary winners. Of 
the remaining eight, four had al- 
ready produced good enough horses 
so that their racing record is no 
longer of much consequence. There 
were only three which could claim 
no more than to be a daughter of 
something, and these were from 


good families. A case in point is 
Canicula, which has done nothing 
herself but is a sister to Tiger, and 
another is Good Hope, sister to Oc- 
cupy and Occupation. 

The consignment, consequently, 
represented a carefully considered 
attempt to breed good horses, and 
even on a dropping market, it got 
its full reward. I cannot be quite 
as frank about some of the other 
consignments, because .it is hardly 
fair to single out anybody, but some 
of them seemed to me to represent 
merely the hope that buyers would 
skip the first generation of the 
pedigree and look at the second. 

At any rate, as long as it is pro- 
fitable to breed good horses, the 
market is strong and steady, and 
the sooner it becomes unprofitable 
to breed bad ones the better. 

On the racing side, this tourist 
got to Arlington Park in time to see 
Ponder make certain adjustments in 
the 3-year-old rankings. He won 
the Classic by cutting loose 5 fur- 
longs from home and running over 
the field, which is the most convinc- 
ing way of winning a race. Capot 
had no such excuse as in the Ken- 
tueky Derby. He was a long way off 
the pace in the first 6 furlongs, and 
the only thing that used him up was 
trying to race with Ponder when 
the latter came up. I fancied in the 
paddock that Capot was a little 
lighter in flesh than he was in the 
spring, and since the Menows are 
not a remarkably rugged tribe, it 
may be that he needs a bit of rest.

Annual Fasig-Tipton Vendue At Saratoga 
In Complete Chrysler Dispersal

It is only natural for a racing 
breeder to survey his young stock 
and keep what he considers the 
choice morsels of the crop for his 
own racing purposes. It is to be ex- 
pected that the tremendous breeding 
establishment (North Wales Stud) 
owned py Walter P. Chrysler, Jr., 
was no exception to the rule. Al- 
though the Warrenton, Va., farm 
was always well represented at the 
annual Fasig-Tipton vendue in Sara- 
toga, the pick of the yearlings were 
destined to race under the red and 
white silks of the automotive tycoon. 

With the total dispersal of this 
menage at Saratoga this August, 
many youngsters will pass under the 
hammer, that would otherwise »* 
scheduled for racing under therr 
preeder’s banner. A total of 24 colts 
and fillies will be sold on two sep- 
arate nights, against a total of 17 
last year. Heretofore a fraction of 
this consignment would have been 
unpurchasable at any price. 

The 13 colts to be sold on the 
night of August 12, and the 11 fil- 
lies to pass under the hammer on 
the following Saturday morning, 
will in a sense represent the un- 
doubted ploodline knowledge of 
Abram S. Hewitt, as well as the own- 
ership of Mr. Chrysler. Serving as 
a preeding consultant for the past 
few years, Mr. Hewitt has brought 
the matriarchate to a potential high 
in productivity. To comment on the 
quality of the lot would be wasted 
verbiage, as all of the best that 
money can buy has ‘been thrust 
upon them since the day they learn- 
ed to milk the mare. The group as 
a whole is in top bloom and well 
reflect the handling received. 

Buyers who look at the bottom 
line first will display interest in the 
colts and fillies produced by Dinner 
Date, Maradadi, Waves, Marsh Mari- 
gold, Pellet, Polly Egret and *Utin- 
ta. These mares are all proven pro- 
ducers of stakes winners, and of the 
group, Polly Egret and Dinner Date 
are themselves noted stakes winners. 

A well proportioned brown cole 
by First Fiddle is Dinner Date’s of- 
fering. This youngster is a halt- 
brother to the stakes winning Menu, 
by *Bahram and the good winners, 
Chow and Cuisine. The current crop 
of yearlings are the first to repre- 
sent First Fiddle, a newcomer to 
the stallion ranks. 

Polly Egret, dam of the stakes 
winners Sun Egret and Egretta, ana 
7 other good winners, will be repre- 
sented by a bay filly by By Jimminy, 
a young stallion with his first crop 
racing this year. This sire was re- 
cently purchased by Mfrs. Isabel 
Dodge Sloan’s Brookmeade Farm. 

A chestnut colt, on the small and 
chunky side, as are all of Maradadt’s 
get, will represent this noted pro- 
ducing mare and the venerable 
Pilate. Brabancon, winner of 
$112,950, and Bilis, with $59,665 
to his credit, have placed this dam 
in the stakes producing roster. Aside 
from the pair of classic winners, she 
has also sent 7 other winning per- 
formers to the races. 

A well-quartered brown filly by 
Eurasian or Cedar Creek is the of- 
fering of Pellet, a Man o’War mare 
which produced the stakes winning 
Layout and many other victorious 
color-bearers. 

The English import, *Utinta by 
Umidwar, is also represented in the 
filly division with a nice bay young- 
ster by By Jimminy. A top producer 
abroad, *Utinta is the dam of Unitas 
(by Cillas) a winner of many Eng- 
lish races over the route. His vic- 
tories took in the Nottingham Spring 
Handicap, the Headley Handicap, 
the Witchford Nursery, Chesterton 
Nursery and other events of lesser 
light. 

The first mare to produce a foal 
at North Wales Stud under Waiter 
P. Chrysler, Jr.’s ownership and the 
last to produce before its dispersa: 
is Marsh Marigold. The dam of 12 
successive foals, her current yeat- 
ling is an outstanding brown colt by 
By Jimminy. Her most noted off- 


spring is Caltha, by *Bahram, wia- 
ner of the Belmont Park Fashion 
Stakes and other classics. Aside from 
her classic performing daughter, 
she has sent 6 other performers 
postward that have more than paid 
their way. 

Although most of the yearlings to 
pass through the two sales are by 
stallions standing at North Wales 
Stud (Pilate, By Jimminy, Ramillies, 
First Fiddle), a few mares have 
been sent to outside sires that rate 
high on the list. Only 3 colts by 
Alsab (the remarkable young sire 
which sent Myrtle Charm and Alsab’s 
Day to stake victories in his first 
crop of 2-year-olds last year) will 
be sold at public vendue this season. 
The only one scheduled to pass 
through the Saratoga ring is Mr. 
Chrysler’s bay colt out of the stakes 
producing Waves, by *Sir Gallahad 
Ill. The small lot to represent the 
outstanding young stallion in public 
vendue is a clear indication that 
owner-breeders are keeping his get 
for their own racing purposes. Were 
it not for the complete dispersal of 
the Chrysler racing and breeding 
interests, this youngster would also 
be in line for the red and _ white 
silks. 

Only two *Chrysler II colts will 
pass under the auctioneer’s chant 
this season and the only one to go 
at Saratoga will be a North Wales 
offering from the young Blue Lark- 
Spur mare, Consolida. An attractive 
dark brown colt, he is certain to 
attract the attention of buyers who 
favor the descendents of *Teddy. 
Another single representative at the 
Spa will be a bay colt by Hoop Jr. 
Ghazni, by *Mahmoud. His sire, 
liberally represented at the recent 
Keeneland sales, had his first crop 
to the races last year, They includ- 
ed the winners, Shadows Start and 
Lawful. 

The only two progeny of the 
young stallion Eurasian, to be sold 
this year, will also be included in 
the Chrysler sale. They are: a bay 
colt out of Stiminnie, by Stimulus, 
a young mare recently added to the 
matriarchate, and a prown filly out 
of Lilabeth, by *Bahram. This is 
her first foal and Eurasian’s first 
crop are now yearlings. 

Young stallions seem to predomin- 
ate in the outside services of Chry- 
sler mares, and Our Boots, a coming 
son of *Bull Dog with his first foals 
to the races in 1947, was included. 
Mated to Castle Haven, a perfect 
type of pbroodmare by Stimulus— 
Lady Maryland, they obtained a 
trim gray filly that is not unitike 
her granddam. This filly will be 
the only daughter of Our Boots at 
the sale.

‘The average quality is again up 
at least a fifth,’”’ Tyson Gilpin, pre- 
sident of the Fasig-Tipton Company, 
remarked a month ago in discussing 
the yearling sales this year as com- 
pared with last season’s offerings. 
The Saratoga Sales’ catalogues, 
which appeared last week after be- 
ing delayed at the printers, bear out 
Mr. Gilpin’s statement. 

A total of 437 head, the property 
of 98 consignors, are scheduled to 
go under the auctioneer’s hammer 
during the nine sessions devoted to 
yearlings. The vendue opens on 
Monday, August 8, and continues for 
two weeks, through Saturday, Au- 
gust 20. The last three sessions are 
given over to auctions of breeding 
stock and horses in training, includ- 
ing the complete dispersals of North 
Wales Stud, Old Elm Stock Farms 
and Old Glory Farm, and the par- 
tia! dispersal of Herman B. Del- 
man’s Thoroughbreds. 

The Saratoga Sales represent the 
only opportunity at the major pub- 
lic auctions for buyers to obtain 
sons and daughters of some of the 
leading stallions. Of last year’s ten 
top money-winning sires, all are re- 
presented except *Bahram, whose 
first South American foals are now 
yearlings. 

Bull Lea, whose get have estab- 
lished new earning records twice in 
the past two seasons, has four 
daughters in the sale, two of them 
in John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan 
consignment. One of the Bull Lea 
misses from the Qhio nursery is a 
very well-made half-sister to Hitem, 
who has earned nearly $50,000; 
while the other is out of a mare 
who might be called a five-eighths 
sister to Best Seller. 

Mrs. Bruce §. Campbell will sell 
a daughter of Bull Lea—Barbara 
Childs, which won the 1943 Mary 
Dwyer and Vineland Handicaps. 
The fourth Bull Lea miss, the pro- 
perty of Ernst Farm, is a half-sister 
to Algasir, victor in last year’s Flash 
and Cowdin Stakes, and Babylon 
Handicap; and holder of the world’s 
record of :50 4-5 for 4 1-2 furlongs. 

Bull Lea’s sire, *Bull Dog, whose 
get have earned more than that of 
any other stallion, will be represent- 
ed at Saratoga by two fillies and a 
colt. The Nydrie Stud of Daniel G. 
and Ray A. Van Clief will send into 
the auction ring a very nicely fash- 
ioned full sister to Canina, which 
acquired the Col. Alger Memorial, 
Kentucky Oaks and Santa Margarita 
Handicaps. 

The other pair of *Bull Dog’s are 
in Henry H. Knight’s Almahurst 
Farm consignment, about which 
Humphrey Finney commented two 
weeks ago: 

“In all my years of attending sal- 
es, I have never seen twenty such 
outstanding horses in one group.” 

The *Bull Dog filly from Alma- 
hurst is a full sister to the high- 
class Doggone; while the son of 
*Bull Dog is the first foal of a half- 
sister to Whirlabout, which took the 
Princess Pat, Autumn Days, Chur- 
chill Downs Debutante and Gazelle 
Stakes, New England Oaks, Yankee, 
Mary Dwyer, Correction and San 
Mateo Handicaps, Santa Barbara 
Stakes and $162,670. 

Almahurst also has the only three 
yearlings at Saratoga, all colts, by 
*Mahmoud, which led last year’s 
list of sires of stakes winners. One 
of these three sons of *Mahmoud is 
a full prother to Mahmoudess, which 
captured the 1945 Molly Pitcher 
Handicap; and a half-brother to the 
$194,285 earner Eternal Reward. 
Another *Mahmoud youngster is a 
half-brother to Frankly, which cap- 
tured the Del Mar Derby and Del 
Mar Handicap last season. The third 
*Mahmoud colt is a half-brother to 
Okana, winner of the 1944 San 
Francisco County, Bay Meadows and 
Argonaut Handicaps; and to this 
year’s Modesty Stakes victor No 
Strings. 

Also in the Almahurst group is 
one of the sale’s two fillies by *He- 
liopolis, whose get earned nearly 
$150,000 more in first monies than 


that of any other sire for the first 
six months of 1949. This miss is 
from a half-sister to Zacatine, which 
captured the 1941 Hialeah Stakes. 
The other daughter of *Heliopolis is 
the property of Darby Dan Farm 
and is a _ half-sister to Darby 
D’Amour, earner of nearly $50,000. 

Darby Dan also has the only two 
*Heliopolis colts to be offered at 
Saratoga. One, which Manager Gen- 
try considers the top colt in the 
group from Mr. Galbreath’s stud, is 
out of the winner Bum’s Rush, which 
is also a full sister to the stakes 
winner Brooklyn, and a half-sister to 
the stakes winner Brookfield. The 
other son of *Heliopolis is the inf- 
tial offspring of the stakes-placed 
Darby Delilah, earner of $55,640. 

The only four Pilate colts to be 
sold at a major public auction this 
year will enter the ring at Saratoga. 
Pilate had the most wins and was 
tied for the most winners on the 
sire list for the first six months of 
1949. The Pilate youngster owned 
by David Novick is the second foal 
of Pompaway; her first foal, La 
Ganadora, by Maxim, is a 2-year- 
old racing this year and is a win- 
ner. Almahurst’s son of Pilate is 
out of a half-sister to the _ sire 
Roman. 

Whitney Stone’s Morven Stud has 
a Pilate colt, the first produce of a 
*Sir Gallahad JII mare, which is a 
half sister to the 1934 Arlington 
Futurity winner Toro Nancy, dam 
of the 1947 Prairie State Stakes 
victor Boswell Lady. North Wales 
Stud’s Pilate youngster is a half- 
sister to Ellis, which took the 1946 
Hialeah Inaugural and Seminole 
Handicaps; to the $112,950 earner 
Brabancon. 

North Wales and Morven Stud 
each has a Pilate filly which will 
be sold at Saratoga. The North Wal- 
es miss is from a half-sister to the 
$37,475 earner Maechance and the 
$49,087 gleaner Light Reigh. The 
daughter of Pilate from Morven 
Stud is out of a half-sister to Miss 
Dolphin, a fine handicapper and 
dam of Olympia. 

Justin Funkhouser’s oO’Sullivan 
Farms will offer a miss by Pilate— 
Party Girl, full sister to Glorious 
Time, which captured the 1939 
Salem Stakes. Mr. and Mrs. Melville 
Church II’s North Cliff Farm has 
consigned a Pilate filly from a 
daughter of Cinema, which annexed 
the 1925 Spinaway Stakes. 

North Cliff also has one of the 
two colts at the sales by *Blenheim 
II, which was fifth on the sire list 
last season. This youngster, bred 
like Fervent, is out of a daughter 
of Stimulus—Nimba, which acquir- 
ed the Lawrence Realization, Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks, Alabama 
Stakes and Metropolitan Handicap. 
The other *Blenheim II youngster, 
owned »y Almahurst, is from a 100 
percent producer. 

There are also a pair of *Blen- 
heim I] fillies at Saratoga. A. S. 
Hewitt has one, out of a young 
track-record setter by Snark—Slap- 
dash, which triumphed in the 1933 
Great American and Schuylerville 
Stakes. The other *Blenheim II 
miss, the property of Frank J. Hel- 
ler, is from Danise M., a winner and 
a half-sister to La Chica, dam of 
the stakes winners Planetoid, Grey 
Flight, Chicuelo, Miyako, and the 
undefeated El Chico. 

Mr. Heller has also consigned the 
only yearling at Saratoga by Menow, 
which was fourth on the sire list 
for the first six months of 1949. 
This is a filly out of a *Royal Min- 
strel matron, half-sister to Layout, 
which acquired the 1945 Grassland 
Handicap. 

Three colts and two fillies by 
Teddy’s Comet, which headed this 
year’s 2-year-old sire list in first 
monies through June 29, will be 
sold at Saratoga... Three of these 
yearlings are in the Almahurst 
group. A Teddy’s Comet youngster 
from the Kentucky stud is out of 
the $15,600 earner Floragina. The

Springsbury : 

As you approach Springsbury 
Farm, the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
George P. Greenhalgh, Berryville, 
Va., you pass through the gate and 
are on top of a high hill from which 
you can get a birdseye view of the 
surroundings. The many buildings 
of Springsbury are nestled at the 
bottom of this big hill with the Shen- 
andoah River and the Blue Ridge 
Mountains for a background, re- 
minding you of a picturesque little 
town. In years gone by the guests 
at Springsbury were frequent and 
many. Whole families would come 
by horse and wagon and stay for 
days, bringing their servants with 
them. Upholding this old tradition, 
Maw Greenhalgh and Uncle Sunny 
(as they are affectionately called) 
give some of the biggest and best 
parties in the county. 

Many a crack horse has_ been 
raised at Springsbury and today, at 
the horse shows, if Springsbury 
doesn’t take home some silver, it is 
most unusual. 

On Wednesday night, August 10, 
Mrs. Greenhalgh will sell 2 fillies 
and 4 colts at Saratoga. They com- 
prise a bay filly by Battleship—Law- 
yer’s Wife, by Good Advice; a brown 
filly by Case Ace—Sallyport, by 
War Hero; a brown colt by Some 
Chance—Philae, by Sun Beau; a 
gray colt by *Easton—Gino’s Moll, 
by *Gino and a brown colt by War 
Jeep—Tedeen, by *Teddy. 

The bay filly by Battleship—Law- 
yer’s Wife, by Good Advice is the 
only Battleship yearling to be sold 
in the major summer sales. Battle- 
ship, 2 son of Man o’War and a 
crack ‘chaser, is the sire of Tide 
Rips, Floating Isle, War Battle, and 
Navigate. This filly should be sought 
after by those who are interested in 
racing and ’chasing. 

Montana Hall 

Take a composite of Abraham Lin- 
coln and Will Rogers, add an ex- 
haustive knowledge of Thorough- 
bred bloodlines, breeding theory 
and practice, and racing, and you 
have A. §. (Abe) Hewitt of Montana 
Hall, White Post, Va. He is so hon- 
est that if you are interested in a 
horse of his, and want to buy it, he 
will worry for fear the horse will 
not turn out well for you. His droll 
humor is well known. He tells stor- 
ies from Lord Derby down to the 
cow boy who shot the powder out of 
the biscuit and never cracked the 
crust. 

His knowledge of horses is un- 
canny. If he sees a horse once, then 
sees the same animal years later, he 
can remember when and where he 
saw the horse the first time, its 
breeding, what kind of a race horse 
it has been, and in general, a cas@ 
history of said horse. 

In conjunction with Thorough- 
breds he runs about 500 head of 
cattle, mostly white face and is con- 
Stantly improving his pasture so 
that now he has the best. He is sell- 
ing eight yearlings at Saratoga this 
year, all of which are out of produc- 


ing mares. They comprise a brown 
colt by Revoked—High Fashion, by 
*Blenheim II; a dark brown filly by 
*Blenheim II—Snarkling, by Snark; 
a chestnut colt by Maxim—High 
Caste, by *Ksar; a chestnut colt by 
Maxim—*Indian Queen MII, by 
Apron; a bay filly, by Hoop Jr.— 
Cloud Sweeper, by High Cloud; a 
chestnut filly by Shut Out—Carbina, 
by Supremus; a bay filly by Errard 
—Phara Frost by *Pharamond II; 
a bay filly by Maxim—Vaporize, by 
*Jacopo. A better group will “be 
hard to find. 
Nydrie Stud 

The shipping of yearlings, either 
by van or rail, entails a great deal 
of work and worry. All breeders are 
subjugated to this ordeal and the 
farther the breeding farm is from 
the sales ring, the greater the chance 
of something happening to the year- 
lings. 

Nydrie Stud is near Charlottes- 
ville, Va., and about the furthest 
away from Saratoga of any breeding 
farm in the east. The yearlings from 
Kentucky are a little farther away 
so their owners’ worries are even 
greater as far as shipping is con- 
cerned. Danny and Ray Van Clief, 
the owners of Nydrie Stud, have 
been shipping to Saratoga by rail 
for the past 15 years and will con- 
tinue to do so this year. They will 
have two cars of yearlings and on 
the same train will be a car from 
Morven Stud and two cars for North 
Wales. In all probability there will 
be several coaches on this train as 
these horses are being shipped by 
express and not a slow freight. 

Danny and Ray are more fortun- 
ate. They have two box cars for 9 
yearlings. They will make regular 
box stalls in each car so that the 
yearlings will be separated and not 
run as much risk of being hurt. Also 
they can keep the 4 colts in one car 
and the 5 fillies in the other. There 
will be ample room for cots, feed, 
water, luggage and all the necessi- 
ties for the trip as well as the 
things that will be needed at Sara- 
toga. Along with the grooms, Ray 
and the good horseman Jack Car- 
penter, will accompany the year- 
lings to make doubly sure that they 
will be all right. 

Danny and Ray kind of pull Jack’s 
leg a little when they tell of an in- 
cident that happened several years 
ago, while on the way to Saratoga. 
It seems the train stopped at a stat- 
ion where there were quite a few 
people standing around. Among the 
group were several pretty girls who 
came over to look and inquire about 
the horses. Jack, a very dapper fel- 
low, jumped out of the car, brushed 
the hay seed off his clothes, paced 
up and down the platform peering 
in at all the horses, answered the 
questions in general and proceeded 
to give a dissertation on each and 
every animal in the car before the 
train moved off. To quote the boys: 
“You would have thought the cars 
were made up of nothing but Man 
o’Wars and Citations’’. 

As soon as the Nydrie yearlings 
are loaded and on their way, Danny 
and his pretty wife, Peggy, will 
leave so as to be in Saratoga and 
have the stables plus a hundred and 
one other things attended to when 
the yearlings arrive. Don’t think it 
won’t be a relief to them when 
the yearlings have madé the trip, 
are unloaded and put in their boxes. 
According to Jack Carpenter’ so 
nervous were the two van Cliefs 
last year that as the last yearling 
went up the ramp on their way to 
what turned out to be a highly suc- 
cessful offering he had Danny sick 
on one side of him and Ray sick on 
the other, all at the same time. But 
then it is nearly 2 1-2 years from 
the time a mare is bred until her 
progeny is ready to ship to Saratoga 
and the boys at Nydrie know the 
care it takes.

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The Importance of *Teddy 





*Sir Gallahad III and *Bull Dog His Most 
Outstanding Imported Sons; Case Ace and 
Teddy’s Comet Best Sons Sired In U. S.

The recent death of *Sir Gallahad 
Ilr emphasizes the dominant role 
played by *Teddy and his descen- 
dants in the racing and blood stock 
history of this country since the im- 
portation of Sir Gallahad III in 
1926. In the supplement to the Stud 
Book publishing the foals of 1947 
there are no less than 130 sires that 
are descendants of *Teddy. Of this 
number Sir Gallahad III, Alfred 
The Great, Bull Dog, Caid, Chry- 
sler 2nd, Rosedale 2nd and Soliel 
du Midi were imported. In addition 
to these 7, *Teddy, after his impor- 
tation into this country in 1931, 
was responsible for 26 sons that are 
listed as sires in the 1947 supple- 
ment to the Stud Book. As far as I 
know *Sir Gallahad III was the first 
son of *Teddy to reach these shores, 
arriving here in 1926. His brother 
*Bull Dog arrived in 1930. *Quatre 
Brag II, a third son of *Teddy— 
Plucky Liege, by Spearmint, crossed 
the Western Ocean a year later— 
1931. 

No three brothers looked less 
alike. *Sir Gallahad III was a dark 
bay horse with plenty of size and 
scope. With a few exceptions all of 
his sons and daughters were bays or 
browns; the exceptions were gray. 
So far as I am aware, *Sir Gallahad 
Ilt never sired a chestnut son or 
daughter. *Bull Dog was cast in a 
less attractive mold. He sires neat 
horses, mostly bays or browns, and 
almost none of them fancy more 
than 9 furlongs. The third son, 
*Quatre Bras II, won the Prix 
Yacowlef in France at 2, but was an 
inferior race horse in this country 
and a failure as a sire. In color he 
was a bay and was pony built. The 
last I saw of him was years’ ago at 
the Audley Farm of B. B. Jones, 
Berryville, Virginia. 1938 was the 
last year he stood at Audley Farm; 
he was then listed as the property 
of Audley Farm—Mason Founda- 
tion. He was then sold to Breyman 
Farm Inc. and Sylvester W. Labrot 
and stood at Holly Beach Farm, 
Annapolis, Md., from 1939 through 
1941. After peing purchased by a 
syndicate, he stood at North Wales 
Stud, Warrenton, Va., from 1942 
until he died in 1944. 

Incidentally, all 3 of these sires, 
and later *Teddy himself, were sola 
by Jefferson D. Cohn to American 
purchasers. *Sir Gallahad III cost 
an American syndicate; A. B. Han- 
ceck, William Woodward, R. A. 
xairbairn and Marshall Field, $125,- 
000 in France. The late Charles 
Shaffer is reported to have paid 
$80,000 for *Bull Dog. *Quatre Bras 
II was purchased privately by the 
late William Waggoner of the Three 
D’s Stock Farm, Texas, who raced 
him from 1931 to 1935, at which 
time he sold to Phil T. Chinn, as 
agent for B. B. Jones of the Audley 
Farm, for $15,000. *Teddy, sire of 
these 3 brothers was purchased in 
1931 by the late Kenneth N. Gilpin 
and F. Wallis Armstrong for $60,- 
000. *Teddy was then 18-years-ola 
and died 5 years later, July 12, 1936, 
at the Kentmere Farm, Boyce, Va. 

Whether *Sir Gallahad III will 
found an enduring line remains to 
pe seen. Present indications are this 
will rest with the success to be 
achieved in the years to come by 
Roman, Fenelon 4nd Hoop Jr. The 
future of *Sir Gallahad’s line suf- 
fered an irreparable blow when his 
son Insco died prematurely. As a 
stock horse, Insco was unquestion- 
ably the best son of *Sir Gallahad 
III. As a sire his best hostage to 
fortune appears to be his son Law- 
rin, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
in 1938. Despite the exceptional suc- 
cess of Herbert M. Woolf as a breed- 
er, his sires have been ‘seriously 
handicapped by the fact his stud, 
the Woolford Farms, is not far frow 
Kansas City, Kansas, and visiting 
mares are few and far between. 

It would be a rash prophet who 
would predict at the present time 
that *Bull Dog will not establish an 
enduring line. His son Bull Lea was 
leading sire in this country in 1947 
and 1948, and it would occasion no 





surprise if he again were the leader 
at the end of 1949. *Bull Dog is the 
only sire imported into this country 
to have a son that was also a leading 
sire since *Leamington, which died 
as long ago as May 6, 1878. *Leam- 
ington, incidentally had 2 sons that 
became premier sires; Longfellow 
and [roquois, a record equalled by 
no imported sire to date. In addition 
to Bull Lea, *Bull Dog has other 
arrows to his bow in the shape of 
Bull Reigh, Coldstream, Eterna 
Bull, Our Boots, Silver Horde, and 
War Dog, each of which has sired 
one or more stake winners. 

*Teddy, despite the fact he was 
past his prime when he reached this 
country, being 18-years-old at that 
time, may have established an addi- 
tional enduring line through sons 
sired in this country. At least his 
case is not altogether hopeless as he 
has left behind him 2 sons, Case 
Ace and Teddy’s Comet, who are 
more than holding their own among 
sires now prominent in our breed- 
ing history. Case Ace has a son, 
Pavot, which will be given every 
chance as a stock horse, as befits his 
racing record and bloodlines. Case 
Ace has another son, Lochinvar; and 
his 2-year-old Ferd is a good stake 
winner this year. 

Despite limited opportunities up 
to now Teddy’s Comet has done ex- 
ceptionally well as a sire. Among 
his stake winners are: Valdina Marl, 
Valdina Punch, Valdina Lamar, Col- 
onel O’F, Green Shed, Sky Miracle, 
Faneuil Miss, and the present 2- 
year-old Wisconsin Boy, apparently 
the best 2-year-old colt to race to 
date; and Baby Comet, the best 2- 
year-old filly racing in the East. 

*Teddy was also sire of the good 
race horse Suti Teddy, which also 
died prematurely. Sun Teddy’s line, 
however, appears to be far from 
dormant. He outbred himself when 
he sired Sun Again, a winner of 15 
races and $154,375, despite the fact 
he was unsound from 2 on. With 
only 2 and 3-year-olds to represent 
him, Sun Again is responsible for 
Wistful, the best 3-year-old filly 
seen to date; palestinian, one of the 
3 best 3-year-old colts to race this 
year: Tlluminable and [Irish Sun. To 
the end of July, 10 of Sun Teddy’s 
2-year-olds won this year. 

Another son of *Teddy, Ortello 
was imported into this country late 
in 1946. He died in 1947 shortly 
after his arrival in California, after 
what I think was an abbreviated 
stud season. At the time of his im- 
portation *Ortello, which was foal- 
ed In 1926, was in the sere and yel- 
low. Along about 1930 I instituted 
negotiations on behalf of the late 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer for the pur- 
chase of *Ortello, hut Mussolini then 
dictator of Italy. blocked the trans- 
action, and ‘“Internationalized” the 
son of *Teddy; that is, he could not 
he sold out of the country without 
Mussolini’s permission. 

*Ortello was unquestionably the 
best son of *Teddy as a race horse, 
and was an exceptionally successful 
sire. He was out of the Gorgos mare 
Hollebech, and was .bred, owned, 
and raced by Signor G. Montel. Un- 
like most of *Teddy’s stock in this 
country he was a bright chestnut, 
stood 17.0, and was not particularly 
attractive in appearance. At two, 
three, and four he started 14 times, 
winning 12 races, was 2nd once and 
4th once, earning approximately 
$89,000. He was invincible at 3. 
After defeating all horses in Italy 
he was shipped to France to start in 
the Prix de L’Are de Triomphe, 1 1-2 
miles, scale weights. In what was 
probably the best field that ever 
started in this race, the greatest in- 
ternational contest in Europe, rid- 
den by P. Caprioli (who also rode 
another Italian bred winner, Cra- 
pom, in this stake in 1933), *Ortel- 
lo in a soul stirring finish beat *Kan- 
tar, the best horse in France that 
year, by 1-2 length; with Oleander, 
the best race horse ever bred East 
of the Rhine, a similar distance back 
in 3rd place; with Vatout, owned by 
J. D. Cohn, 4th, 5 lengths away.

Solidarity Captures Gold Cup; Santa 
Anita Announces Continuance of 3 


$100,000 Stakes For 1949-1950

As was generally expected, Pedi- 
gree, the well-bred son of *Beau Pere 
—Panoramic, won the $50,000 Wester- 
ner quite easily from his stablemate, 
Just Why, which was the only filly 
in the field of nine going postward. 
Under 126 pounds Pedigree covered 
the 114 miles in 2:03, and was giving 
from 3 to 20 pounds to the others. 
Pedigree is a good colt, but whether 
or not he is a great one remains to 
be proved. He has beaten just about 
all the 3-year-olds around here, but 
not too much can be said for their 
quality. 


Solidarity’s victory in the Gold Cup 
furnished something of a surprise. 
He was not expected to beat horses 
like Ace Admiral, Dinner Gong, Vul- 
can’s Forge and Miss Grillo, but beat 
them he did and without too much 
trouble. However, to our way of 
thinking he was rather a lucky win- 
ner. Lucky because the rider of Ace 
Admiral decided to make every post 
a winning one. Soon after the start 
he rushed the Admiral into the lead 
and stayed there just as long as his 
mount could stand the pushing. That 
he really was pushing the Maine 
Chance entry is proved by the frac- 
tions; the half in .46-1/5, the three- 
quarters in 1:10-3/5, and the mile in 
1:35-1/5. Even so, Ace Admiral al- 
most survived this heart-breaking 
pace, but flesh and blood can stand 
only so much and no more. He re- 
linquished his lead to Solidarity in 
the stretch, but running on with fine 
courage came again between the 
eighth pole and the wire to cut Soli- 
darity’s 2-length lead to a shade over 
one length. 

The final time was 2:01-1/5 which 
equalled the track record set by Sea- 
biscuit some years ago. Pretal, (which 
has since been destroyed), an Argen- 
tine importation, ran very well indeed 
to finish 3rd in front of Dinner Gong. 
The latter seems to have gone back 
quite a bit since his remarkable good 
races during the winter season at 
Santa Anita. Vulcan’s Forge was well 
fancied, but did not run back to 
his winter form or his subsequent 
achievements on eastern tracks. 

The weights in this race were slight- 
ly cockeyed and most of the starters 
should have carried many more 
pounds than they did. But the cir- 
cumstances were abnormal due to the 
fact that when the weights were as- 
signed the mighty Calumet pair, Coal- 
town and Citation, headed the list. 
They were given 132 pounds apiece 
with the result that the lesser lights 
picked up feathery imposts. So we 
had the unusual situation of seeing 
the top weight in a big handicap 
carry a mere 118 pounds with the 
rest of the field closely grouped. 
Only 6 pounds separated the top and 
bottom horses. 

In winning the Gold Cup, Solidar- 
ity, a son of *Alibhai—Jerrybuilt, ran 
the best race of his career and 
brought his all-time earnings up to 
the sizeable total of $287,135. Not a 
bad return for the $21,000 he cost at 
the Mayer sale of 1947. 

On the next to last day the Starlet 
Stakes brought a nice band of 14 
fillies and colts to the gate, three or 
four of which may be destined to do 
bigger things in their 3-year-old days. 
The race was won by Thanks Again, 
a nice looking colt by Top Row, a 
Santa Anita Handicap winner, and 
out of Lottie D, a daughter of Flying 
Ebony. 


Ace Admiral, with Jockey J. Long- 
den in the saddle, won the last im- 
portant stake of the season. This was 
the Sunset at 154 miles. Solidarity 
declined the issue, as did Vulcan’s 
Forge. But Dinner Gong was in 
there as was Honeymoon and On 
Trust. However, they and the rest of 
the field of 10 were no match for the 
Admiral. With 122 pounds on his 
back, 7 more than when Solidarity 
beat him a week earlier, he got a 
beautiful ride from Jock2y Longden 
and won galloping by 6 lengths from 
Natural, with Dinner Gong 3rd. _ It 
was a remarkable effort and the time 
of 2:39-4545 set a new world record 
for the distance. All he did was 
break the record establisned by Man 
o’War at Belmont Park 29 years ago. 
This brilliant performance tends to 
confirm our cherished belief that he 
was unlucky to lose the Gold Cup to 
Solidarity. Ace Admiral has won 5 
out of 9 races this year, bringing his 
all-time earnings to $258,000. 


Attendance for this meeting was off 
about 20%, and the handle around 
26%. 

Despite the diminishing returns of 
Hollywood and other tracks, Santa 
Anita is not discouraged. Far from 
it. They have just announced an- 
other pretentious program for the 
1949-1959 season. The three $100,000 
races will remain at that figure—the 
Maturity, the Santa Anita Handicap 
and the Santa Anita Derby. Minimum 
purses are set at $3,500 with over- 
night features up to $10,000 and more.

For the final day, with the Classic 
as the attraction, a north wind swept 
the heat out of Chicago in a matter 
of hours, and except at mid-day it 
was almost chilly. The result was a 
closing day crowd of 32,407, which 
was the largest of the meeting. For 
the entire 36 days, the total was 
554,251, which is about 10 per cent 
under last year’s total of 618,682. 


As has been usual almost every- 
where, betting was down somewhat 
more than attendance. For the meet- 
ing the total was $30,640,629, which 
is nearly 17 per cent under the 
$36,849,556 which was bet last year. 
But that’s still enough to stay in 
business with, and there were no 
complaints. There wasn’t anything 
said about cutting purses, either. I 
should guess that Chicago already 
is racing’s genuine “big apple” in 
July, and I shouldn’t be surprised if 
this condition were more apparent 
next year.

Keeneland Summer Sales 





16 Per Cent Over-All Drop In Averages 
But $16,272 Average For Villa Farm’s 
Breeding Stock Shows Faith In Future

The Breeders Sales Company’s Lex- 
ington vendue at Keeneland Race 
Course, Lexington, Ky., July 25 to 28, 
is over. The consignors are now able 
to sit back and contemplate the over- 
all drop in averages of about 16 per 
cent. That figure tells only part of 
the story. The highly selective mar- 
ket of the first sessions continued 
throughout the sale. Buyers did not 
want fillies this year, so there were 
some good buys there. The stallions 
whose get has failed to scintillate in 
class in recent racing, in many cases, 
saw their yearlings go begging. 

Nevertheless, confidence in the 
Thoroughbred industry as a whole 
and faith in the value of future year- 
lings was definitely indicated in the 
returns from the sale of the Villa 
Farm’s breeding stock. In the dis- 
persal, 11 mares, 7 with foals at foot, 
brought a total of $179,000, for an 
average of $16,272. Robert J. Kle- 
berg. of the King Ranch, Texas, out 
bid J. P. Smith, acting for J. S. Phipps 
(of Long Island and Virginia), by pay- 
ing $50,000 for the stakes winning 
mare Sun Lady, ch., 7, by Sun Teddy 
—Lady Lark, by Blue Larkspur, with 
a chestnut colt foal at foot by Grand 
Admiral. Sun Lady is a half-sister to 
the stakes winner Twilight Tear, 
whose total earnings in 18 wins 
amount to $202,165, and to the Mere- 
worth Farm’s War Admiral colt which 
topped that consignment by selling 
for $27,000. 

Whitney Stone, represented at the 
sale by Humphrey Finney, enriched 
the brood mare ranks at Morven Stud, 
Charlottesville, Va., when he paid 
$18,100 for the crack stakes mare, 
Mrs. Ames, b., 8, by Johnstown— 
Catalysis, by Stimulus, with a brown 
colt foal at foot by Unbreakable. The 
veteran Samuel D. Riddle bought two 
of the Villa Farm mares. 

Little in the way of new blood in 
the buying ranks was forthcoming at 
Keeneland. The Palatine Stables of 
Frank Rosen of Philadelphia, repre- 
sented by Albert “Speck” Dunne, and 
Sam E. Wilson, Jr. of Texas, who was 
guided by his trainer W. G. Douglas, 
were the only new buyers who pur- 
chased extensively. Not many east- 
ern owners were at the sale in person, 
though a number had agents repre- 
senting them. Fewer horses came 
east after the sale than has been the 
ease for years. Many who bought 
left their purchases in Kentucky, 
awaiting the arrival of cooler weather 
for shipping. Others left their stock 
to be broken between now and winter 
racing time. 

Highlights of the later sessions in- 
cluded a keen duel for Miss Mildred 
Woolwine’s brown Bull Lea colt out 
of War Flower, by Man o’War. Albert 
“Speck” Dunne outlasted both the 
Rings and paid $32,500 for the young- 
ster which will be added to Palatine 
Stables’ string. William Helis, “the 
Fabulous Greek’, represented by 
Henry Knight, bought half a dozen 
good ones to the tune of $102,500 for 
the lot. Four of these were by Roman 
and came from Elmendorf, the others 
being a War Admiral and a *Bull Dog 
from Coldstream. 

The King Ranch was a steady bid- 
der on yearlings which attracted Mr. 
Kleberg and fitted in with his long 
term breeding program. Mrs. E. H. 
Augustus took a first class colt when 
she bought Philip Connors’ brown 
colt by *Blenheim II—Late Date, by 
*Hourless, for $28,500. 

Mereworth Farm sent up a band of 
good yearlings which were not as for- 
ward in condition as nost of the en- 
tries, with the result that there were 
probably a number of bargains from 
this group. Despite all efforts to con- 
vince buyers that they are better off 
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when they get unfitted country year- 
lings, they will pay well for a slick 
one and leave the other sort alone. 
Fat is still the best color a sale horse 
can have regardless of his age. 

George Ring got a good buy when 
he went to $27,000 for Mereworth 
Farm’s bay colt by War Admiral— 
Lady Lark, by Blue Larkspur. This 
colt, though young and unfurnished, 
is going to make a name for himself 
if his looks and pedigree mean any- 
thing; he is a half-brother to Twilight 
Tear, and to the mare that topped the 
Villa Farm’s dispersal, Sur Lady. 

An interesting colt, and one that 
smart horsemen bid on, was the 
Mereworth Farm’s Italian-bred chest- 
nut colt by Traghetto—*Stella, by 
*Ortello. Samuel E. Wilson, Jr. took 
him for $7,100. Mr. Wilson, the big- 
gest buyer of the sales, bought 12 
head for $88,300, at prices ranging 
from $900 to $18,600. If the Texan 
wanted something, he got it, in a 
manner reminiscent of the late Ernest 
L. Woodward.

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Argentine El Trebol 
Polo Team Wins 


Inter-American Cup 


The Argentine El Trebol polo 
team won the 2nd of a 3 game series 
9-5 Sunday, July 24, at Internation- 
al Field, Oak Brook Polo Club, Hins- 
dale, Ill., against the same U. S. 
team it defeated 10-8 in the opener 
the previous week. 

The 2nd game, whica clinched the 
Inter-American Cup for El Trebui, 
was far more impressive as to the 
Argentine’s superiority in mounts 
and team work. Except for the close 
of the 3rd chukker when the score 
was tied at 3 all, El Trebol was 
never in danger. 

Some 8,500 fans, which included 
Argentine Consul-General Ftrnando 
Errecart and Detroit Consul Carlos 
Casal, cheered Peter Perkins, &- 
goal No. 3 for U. S., who did ali the 
scoring, and the spectacular offense- 
defense of 9-goal Carlos Menditeguy, 
El Trebol captain. 

Two minutes after the opening 
chukker El Trebol led 2-0 with 
scores by Horacio Castilla and Juan 
Reynal. 

Perkins scored a No. 4 penalty 
shot for U. S. after 5 minutes in 
the 2nd period and 30 seconds later 
tied the score at 2-all. 

Billy Skidmore, whose nose was 
broken in the opening game, took a 
nasty spill after 2 1-2 minutes in 
the 3rd period but was remounted. 
One minute later Perkins put the 
U. gs. ahead for the first and last 
time. With less than 30 seconds re- 
maining Carlos Menditeguy scored 
a difficult pack hand angle shot to 
tie-up the game 3-3. 

A long shot, Julio Menditeguy to 
Juan Reynal, after 30 seconds of the 
4th period put El Trebol in the lead 
which they never gave up. Half a 
minute later Reynal scored again. 

In the 5th the U. S. played a tight 
defense but with one minute left 
Castilla slipped one across as the 
ball was bobbing along the goal 
line. 

El Trebol opened 
chukker with fury. 
Carlos Menditeguy scored his 
goal of the day. A minute later 
brother Julio scored again. Two 
minutes later he repeated. In the 
closing minute Perkins scored twice. 

The repeated goal saves of Per- 
kins and Carlos Menditeguy were 
often far more sensational than the 
Yong scoring drives and dazzling 
plays that studded the game. On 
several occasions Carlos stopped the 
ball in mid-air with his mallet turn- 
ing a possible U. S. score into a 
certain Argentine tally. 

The final of the 3 game series be- 
tween U. S. and El Trebol will be 
Played at International Field, Oak 
Brook Polo Club, Hinsdale, Sunday, 
July 31. Julio Menditeguy wiil be 
replaced in this game by 20 year old, 
4-goal Ivan Mihanovich, alternate 
for El Trebol, who has played bril- 
liantly in practice but has had no 
occasion to be called upon in the 
first 2 games.

The Ivory Rangers, high-goal trio 
of the Detroit Ivory Polo Club, stag- 
ed a rather remarkable comeback 
on Wednesday, July 27, following a 
2-game losing streak in the motor 
city. The Rangers defeated a Mid- 
west All Star team in a 4-chukker 
match to the score of 17-7. The 
Ranger’s lineup was identical to the 
previous week’s—A. J. (Mac) Ste- 
fani at No. 1, Juan Rodriquez at No.

It was not only a great pleasure 
but an extremely difficult job to 
judge the Loyalhanna Horse and 
Pony Show held at the Stephen Tay- 
lor’s “‘Crosshills” estate near Ligon- 
ier, Pa., on Saturday, July 9.

Cross-country riding in the rough 
is not a difficult thing to learn; al- 
ways provided the would-be learner 
is gifted with or has acquired a 
fairly stout heart, for a constitution- 
ally timid person is peculiarly out of 
place in the hunting field. A really 
finished, cross-country rider, a man 
who combines hand and seat, heart 
and head, is of course rare; and 
though there are a number of such 
among the men who follow the Mea- 
dowbrook hounds, yet their stand- 
ard is too high for most of us to 
hope to reach. But it is compara- 
tively easy to acquire a light hand 
and a capacity to sit fairly well 
down in the saddle; and when a 
man has once got these, he will find 
no especial difficulty in following 
the hounds on a trained hunter; and 
after he has once taken to the sport 
he will hardly give it up again of 
his own free will, for there is no 
other that is so manly and health- 
giving, while at the same time yield- 
ing so much fun and excitement. 
While he is learning horsemanship, 
by the way, the tyro had best also 
learn to show a wise tolerance for 
styles of riding other than that he 
adopts. At some of the meets, al- 
though unfortunately not by any 
means at all of them, he will see a 
few outsiders, who are not regular 
members of the hunt; and because 
one of these, perhaps, rides an army 
saddle, wears a slouch hat, and has 
a long-tailed horse, the man whose 
rig is of the swellest very probably 
looks down on him, while the slouch- 
hatted horseman, in return, and 
quite as illogically, affects to despise, 
as a mark of effeminacy, the fault- 
less get-up of the regular hunt mem- 
ber. The feeling is quite as absurd 
on one side as on the other, and is 
in violation of the cardinal Ameri- 
can doctrine of “live and let live.’ 
It is perfectly right and proper that 
the man who wishes to and can af- 
ford it should have both himself 
and his horse turned out in the very 
latest style; only he should then 
make up his mind to live well in 
the front, for it is hardly the thing 
for a man with a very elaborate get- 
up to be always pottering about in 
the rear or riding along roads. On 
the other hand, there are plenty of 
men who cannot or will not come 
except in the dress which happens 
to suit their own ideas; and certain- 
ly their appearance does not con- 
cern anybody else but themselves. 
It is the true policy to welcome 
warmly any man who cares for the 
sport, provided he is plucky, good- 
tempered, and rides his own line; 
and whether he wears a stiff silk 
hat, or a broad-brimmed felt one, 
has nothing whatever to do with 
the question. 

Again, the cross-country rider is 
apt to look with contempt upon what 
is commonly called school-riding; a 
contempt which can only arise from 
ignorance, as any one must ac- 
knowledge who has seen the really 
wonderful feats of horsemanship 
performed by 4 first-class school-

Horsemen around Colorado 
Springs, Colorado are looking for 
big, powerful horses this summer 
due to the revival of the El Paso 
County Hounds which were started 
before the war and then became de- 
funct. As John Hill writes Alexan- 
der Mackay Smith, whose Anglo- 
Clevelands have been well known 
for their weight carrying proclivities, 
“It takes somewhat of a horse to 
carry a 200 pound man through one 
of these meetings in this kind of 
country.” A lot of horse activity has 
been going on this summer at Colo- 
rado Springs with summer shows at 
Broadmoor and Denver. And about 
200 local inhabitants are reported 
keen about hunting and showing, 
but all remarking a_ shortage of 
heavyweight Thoroughbred and 
Half-bred varieties to carry them 
through the field. 


CHARLIE SAMWAYS 21st YEAR 
De Gray Vanderbilt, Camargo 
Hunt’s Master for the past 10 years 
is starting in this season for nis 
llth year as Master. One of the 
earliest hunts to begin hunting in 
the fall, they commence September 
Ist and carry on until April 1st. 
Mr. Vanderbilt has a veteran hunts- 
man to handle his mixed cross-bred, 
English, American and Welsh pack; 
this is Charlie Samways, who fin- 
ished his 20th season with Camargo 
last year. Born in Windsor Great 
Park and educated at the Royal 
Schools in England, Charlie Sam- 
ways is a 4th generation huntsman. 
He pegan his foxhunting career at 
the age of 18. As Iphigene Bettman 
says after writing a review for the 
Cincinnatti Times Star, published by 
Hulbert Taft, of Charlie Samways, 
“Following modern child rearing 
practice, the puppies are farmed out 
in foster homes. Like children, they 
need personal love and attention to 
develop initiative and_ self-confi- 
dence’’....Although it is doubtful if 
Mrs. Bettman is a foxhunter, or that 
Charlie Samways has studied very 
much modern psychological child 
care methods, they have both com- 
bined in contributing a word of ad- 
vice to foxhunters in the develop- 
ment of a pack. They are children 
and “Their first lesson is obedience.” 


POSER FOR COMMITTEES 

Jo Fernandeaz of South Dart- 
mouth, Mass., has drawn attention 
to a poser for horse show commit- 
tees. If Nordlicht is not considered 
a Thoroughbred by the Jockey Club 
does that mean his progeny ‘can 
show in Half-bred classes? Appar- 
ently it does if the recent Upperville 
Show decision awarding Springsbury 
Farm a blue for a_ good _ looking 
Nordlicht colt out of a Thorough- 
bred mare is a criterion. The mare 
was On The Rocks, by Grand Time. 
As .Nordlicht ‘is by Oleander out of 
the unbeaten Nereide, the other 25 
Half-breds at Upperville were up 
against pretty stiff competition. If 
‘Nordlicht horses are now register- 
able for racing purposes, does this 
change the morale of the Upperville 
decision? It would seem it should.

HILLSBORO’S NEW HUNTSMAN 

Mason Houghland whose  Hills- 
‘boro Hounds have been providing 
good sport from his Green Pastures 
farm near Nashville, Tennessee, is 
planning to have R. P. W. Harrison 
of Edgemont, Pennsylvania, help 
him hunt hounds this year.

Houghland in spite of the cares of a 
very wide spread gasoline distribu- 
tion system, carried on his pack dur- 
ing the war years under his own 
momentum, feeding, roading and 
hunting hounds himself.

NOTE FROM THE CHESHIRE . 

Many have wondered about the 
great pack of English foxhounds 
built up by the late Mr. and Mrs. W. 
Plunket Stewart at Unionville, Pen- 
nsylvania. As this country and its 
establishment remains today un- 
doubtedly one of the greatest con- 
tributions to the sport of foxhunting 
ever assembled in this country, a 
recent note to those particularly in- 
terested in the pack, sent out iby the 
present Master, Mrs. John B. Han- 
num grd, Mr. Stewart’s step-daugh- 
ter, is of great interest. The letter 
is a model for letters of its kind, as 
well as carrying much assurance for 
the perpetuation of The Cheshire: 
“Our plan for future hunting here,”’ 
writes Mrs. Hannum, “is that every- 
one who is invited to hunt is wel- 
come, regardless of donation. How- 
ever, I hope each member of the 
Field will feel that this is a cooper- 
ative venture toward which he can 
give within his means, according to 
the value he feels his sport is worth 
to him.”’ 


DASH OF DRESSAGE 

George Hudson of Smithtown on 
Long Island is a friend of E. Q. Mc- 
Vitty. One day some years ago, Mr. 
MeVitty gave Mr. Hudson a book. 
It was on dressage. Along with it 
came a horse that Mr. McVitty want 
ed made into a jumper. Mr. Hudson 
read the book, started working on 
the horse. Three years ago, Mr. Mc- 
Vitty sent George Hudson another 
horse and probably, although this 
department is not aware of this fact, 
told him to read the book and do 
the same. The first horse was Peter- 
ski (out of Mr. McVitty’s good mare 
*Sauge, -she by Chouberski) which 
went out to win the Maryland Hunt 
Cup 2 years ago doing some of Mr. 
Hudson’s dressage steps on the way 
to the post. The 2nd horse was Cor- 
mac which Gene Weymouth won his 
first 3 races over timber with this 
Spring. Cormac looked every inch 
to be the next winner of the Hunt 
Cup until he cut himself on the way 
to the next to last jump. Mr. Hudson 
together with Mr. McVitty’s theories 
on bloodlines, and the dash of dress- 
age from the book, combined to turn 
out about the 2 pest made timher 
horses, certainly since Stuart Jan- 
ney’s Winton, in the last decade.

SARATOGA SYMPOSIUM 

Horsemen at Saratoga are going 
to have the benefit of a symposium 
in the way of a breather between 
yearling sales, Spa racing and year- 
ling sales. Lester W. Strock, Direc- 
tor of Research and Vice-President 
of the Saratoga Laboratories, after 
some encouragement. from Tyson 
Gilpin of Fasig-Tipton and Alexan- 
der Mackay Smith of North Wales 
Farm Pasture Improvement Depart- 
ment has arranged a first rate pro- 
gram entitled, ‘‘Trace Elements In 
Pastures And Their Importance For 
Thoroughbred Breeding’’. Dr. strock 
has secured 3 speakers for the pro- 
gram which will take place Monday, 
August 15. The nation’s outstanding 
authority on trace elements in agri- 
culture, Dr. K. C. Beeson, will lead 
off the speeches followed by Dr. R. 
J. Garber, director of the United 
States Research Laboratory. Dr. 
Robert Wagner of the Government’s 
Beltsville, Maryland, Laboratory will 
close the symposium just in time to 
let horsemen head for the first race. 


NO SHOW MAIDENS ALLOWED 

An innovation, which may become 
familiar if shows continue to draw 
large quantities of entries is noted 
this year in the announcement of the 
Los Angeles County Fair Horse 
Show which will be held for two 
weeks in September. In order to be 
eligible for hunter, jumper and stock 
horse classes, each horse must have 
distinguished itself by registering a 
win, place or show ribbon in some 
currently recognized show. This 
fair had an attendance of a niillion 
and a quarter persons last year and 
is intent on having brilliant, fast, 
well balanced, blue ribbon classes to 
keep its vast audience happy. Per- 
haps they will emulate Flint Ridge’s 
Olympic yariety of F. E. I. classes. 
It seems that audiences are on their 
feet and applauding when shows put 
these classes on under the latest 
AHSA class A ruling, and the Los 
Angeles non-maiden condition may 
be a good addition for high class 
F. E. I. shows. 


GROWTH IN HORSE SHOWS 

Although the yearling market re- 
presents a slight discrepancy over 
last year’s averages, with some con- 
signments registering a 10 to 20 
percent drop, this is not so of inter- 
est in the horse show world. A com- 
parison of the entry books of 25 
early 1949 shows recognized by the 
American Horse Shows Association, 
with similiar fixtures held last year, 
reveals an increase in participation 
of 4.5 percent more horses and 12 
percent more entries. 


*GLENCOE OF TENNESSEE 
Marcellus Frost who has done so 
much hard work in helping to build 
up Tennessee’s great reputation as 
a center for Thoroughbred horses, 
calls The Chronicle to task for omit- 
ting *Glencoe in an article about 
Lexington in last week’s issue. Mr. 
Frost reminds us that *Glencoe led 
the published American sire list for 
5 years. *Glencoe lived in Tennessee 
and North Alabama until 1848. He 
then went to Keene-~Richards” place 
in Georgetown, Kentucky, where he 
died in 1857. One of *Glencoe’s early 
foals in Tennessee was the great 
mare Peytona, winner of the North- 
South match on Long Island in 1845. 


LIGHTNING STRIKES 

It seems fate continues in play- 
ing strange tricks. Richard K. Mel- 
lon had bought, through David Odell 
of Philadelphia, one of the best bred 
mares in England to produce horses 
with jumping ability. The mare was 
*Camas Cottage with a foal at foot. 
By Cottage out of Camas and the 
foal by Flamenco, there was no bet- 
ter jumping blood in England. Fla- 
menco is the leading steeplechase 
sire in England; his 9 runners won 
23 races during the past National 
Hunt season in England. As Cottage 
was the 2nd sire on the list to pro- 
duce National Hunt winners, the 
mare and her foal were what this 
country needs to help develop bet- 
ter jumping blood. Last week the 
mare and her foal were both killed 
by lightning at Mr. Mellon’s Rolling 
Rock Farm. *Camas Cottage was in 
foal to Beau of Mine. 


NAMES 

Quite often when one checks the 
pedigree of the winner of a race 
the name selected makes the reader 
chuckle audibly. At ‘“Saratoga-at- 
Jamaica’ the winner of the 2nd race 
on July 25 was I. Beiber’s 2-year-old 
br. filly by Menow—FEntertainer, by 
*Royal Minstrel, bred by H. P. 
Headley and trained by Hirsch 
Jacobs. Evidently she was aptly 
named for burlesque’s rallying cry 
—‘‘Takeitoff”’’.
